letter Allegedly Written by Stepan BARRERA Being Sold 
by Anonymous Canadian Source 


1. Attached ia a copy of a letter allegedly written by BANDERA 
and the latter of transmittal sent by an unidentified individual to the 
AECASS0HAS3f/l newspaper office in Munich, Germany, in January of this 
rear. Conies of the same letters also were received by the editor of 
C~ J in Frankfurt. Translations of the highlights of the letters 

are attached. 


2. The alleged BANDERA letter was signed "BEZIXKEO" (a name 

used by BANDERA) in the same handwriting as that of the handwritten por- 
tion of the letter. The handwritten portion of this letter and a twelve- 
year old sample of BANDERA'S handwriting supplied by AECASSOWARf/2 were 
compared by TSD, which stated that; H A basis for the association of the 
handwriting in the orig inal letter with the handwritten postscript could 
not he found. While there is some similarity between the two writings, 
there are several irreconcilable differences which preclude an identifi- 
cation. The span of twelve years between the writings and the limited 
quantity of writing in the postscript were obstacles to a thorough 
comparison.” 

3 . Neither ZT ~T nor AECASSQWATCf/l plan to bargain fear 
the additional documents to which the writer claims to have access. 
However, the Ca n a di a n s may be interested in determining the true iden- 
tity of the docuaent peddler who is using the Bank of Montreal Account 
NO.

Bey would like to discuss only the political 
side of relationships on the basis of emehangfng material old and to - 
evade the entailmant of political obligations. Bey feel that such an 
uaderstaniisg can more easily be reached with those' in the Baaelaad than 
with the foreign representatives . Be ZP did nothing to prevent, but 
on the contrary helped, the realisation of these harmful plans.* Be ZP 
went into American service, not casing that these: ties were one-sided

Although the ZP/UHVR hen 
received fimaelal aid from them, It did so 'because of Its Intell i g en ce 
contacts with the frnrlcmm tut did not achieve anything politically help* 
ful to the Iteration movement. 

The other so-called Bvi&toka split was. alio caused mtoly by 
the Americans via the ZP. The result was that the British severed their 
ties with the Organisation, and individual neuters refused to continue 
these ties without permission of the Zcb/OtiE* leadership. Bow the British 
are using A., who Is their agent, sad persona connected with thee indi- 
vidually to maintain ties with the Homeland via clandestine means, to 
view of our political differences, our roads have parted, so that one 
cannot speak of any sort of' agreement or true unity, toerefbre, there 
can only he Halted co-operation for the benefit of both sides. If la 
the Ukraine, to the USSR, and to other Western countries, there exist 
and operate organisational calls, and if active ties can Toeing main- 
tained with them, there is a possibility to obtain finances needed by 
the ©rgaaitottoa from one or another country fear the exchange of suitable 
intelligence information. 

The- Organization must help Itself financially, materially, and

There axe no concrete bi- 
lateral interests. That which to us would be most important to a bilat- 
eral activity Is to them a matter of little importance or is inconvenient . 
On the contrary, their Interests to our activity to not agree with ours. 
When to the Ukraine, to the USSR, end to other countries — particularly to 
Western countries— time exist and operate organizational cells, and When 
sufficiently active ties- .are maintained with them, then there to oppor-

In Europe this 
activity is developing, and the Organization already has sms financial 
' hacking. It would earn necessary also to organize such activities la 
your ires, which is the mala intersection of the interests of imperialist 
Moscow, Which far selfish reasons Intends to utilize at all cast every 
taa&na %o t2b» &feg&1*e&Lc m ilita ry al of this and other 

countries* Our members, which are scattered in this area# could aid the 
Orgsnlaatlcm in this wash. Appropriate terms could he reached to sell 
strategic Information to the Soviets and in turn aid our own liberation 
fight * We amt malm arra n gements for a few individuals Who would he 
engaged (hut not he knowledgeable l ) in thle activity to he freed from 
other obligations, lass ell information to me via an individual whom 
yo u perso nally trust m to B. GB&CS (Case Officer eenments This is 
J* SEBXSKQ), who Is In charge of gathering this material. It seems 
to me that we could utilise for this activity so Individual through 
whom both- you sad X occasionally exchanged correspondence and who fre- 
quently Is in Germany.
